At least two mistakes were made in this column last week. One 
was pointed out by a feader.

It was 
one of those bolts of lightening which seem to only come too late 
and when we wake up at two or three in the morning:and are star- 
ing at the darkened ceiling rehashing yesterday or anticipating 
tomorrow. This one was about the lady serving with our military 
troops in the Middle East who lost a son right here in the good old 
USA to a driveby. shooting. For teasons unknown we wrote that 
she was from Alabama. Well she wasn’t but her pains are just as
